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Remarks 

The various parts of the Office Action (and other matters, if any) are discussed 
below under appropriate headings. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner's indication of the allowability of the claims is appreciated. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1, 5, 10, and 15 stand objected to for reciting "an article" instead of "the 
article." The claims have been amended as required and withdrawal of the objection is 
requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 6, 7, and 15-17 stand rejected under 35 USC § 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite in calling for both (A) "one or more passages" through the adapter to 
allow for communication between the mount and the article, and (B) "one or more 
openings" through the adapter for an installation and removal tool to engage the mount 
for coupling and uncoupling the mount and the base. We respectfully submit that the 
claims are not indefinite as the "openings" and the "passages" are different. 

The "passages" in (A) correspond to openings 812, 813; 912, 913; and 1012, 
1013 in FIGS. 5-7, respectively, while the "openings" in (B) correspond to openings 810, 
910, 1010, respectively. See specification page 8, line 22 through page 9, line 2. The 
Examiner's citation to page 4, lines 8-10; and to page 1 1 , lines 27-31 ; both refer to the 
openings (B). Applicant respectfully submits that the characterizing language 
immediately following the claimed "passages" and "openings" would be understandable 
by the person of ordinary skill of the art as requiring specific passages/openings that 
satisfy the claimed purposes, particularly in view of the specification and drawings. 

For clarification, the claims have been amended to specify the surfaces the 
passages pass through. The claims as amended are not believed to be indefinite, and 
withdrawal of the rejection is requested. 
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Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing, the application is believed to be in condition for 
allowance.
